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GENERAL     SUMMERALL 

General  Charles'  Pelot  Summerall  was  se- 
cured to  take  over  the  duties  as  President 
of  The  Citadel  last  January.  He  will  as- 
sume his  duties  September  12,  relieving  Colo- 
nel O.  J.  Bond,  who  has  held  this  office 
for  many  years*.  Colonel  Bond  is  to  become 
Dean  of  the  college.  General  SummeraH's 
services  were  secured  by  the  Board  of  Visitors 
and  were  made  possible  by  the  sacrifice  of 
Colonel  Bond,  who  willingly  resigned  his  pos«t 
in  order  that  the  school  might  benefit  by  the 
services    of    the    great    army    leader. 

General  Summerall  was  born  at  Lake  City, 
Florida,  March  4,  1867.  He  attended  Porter 
Military  Academy  in  Charleston,  graduating 
in  1885.  From  Porter  the  general  went  to  the 
U.  S.  Military  academy  at  West  Point.  In 
1892  he  graduated  from  the  latter  institution 
and  received  his  commission  as  a  second 
lieutenant  in  the  regular  army.  He  advanced 
steadily  in  rank  and  became  a  colonel  on 
May  15,  1917.  In  1917  he  was  appointed 
brigadier  general  and  in  the  following  year 
was  made  major  general.  In  1920  he  became 
a    general. 

An  old  soldier,  General  Summerall  has  seen 
service  in  the  Spanish-American  War,  the 
World  War,  in  Alaska,  and  in,  tne  Philip- 
pines. He  was  appointed  Chief -of-Staff  of 
the  U.  9.  Army  in  1926.  He  recently  retired 
from   this   position,. 

Upon  his  breast  rest  many  medals  and 
awards  given  to  him  by  the  U.  S.  Govern- 
ment and  the  Allied  Government's  for  his  serv- 
ice and  personal  valor. 

With  such  a  distinguished  getleman  at  its 
head,  The  Citadel  is  pertain  to  increase  its 
already  great  prestige  and  become  one  of  the 
greatest  schools  in  the  country.

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DEAN'S  MESSAGE 

In  the  summer  of  every  year,  an  army  of 
several  hundred  thousand  young  men  is  en- 
listed in  the  United  States — the  great  Army 
of   College    Freshmen. 

Most  of  them  will  sign  up  for  "the  dura- 
tion of  the  war,"  that  is,  the  full  college 
course  of  f(*ur  years. 

But  how  many  of  them  will  "fall  in  bat- 
tle," or  desert  the  colors,  or  fail  in  courage 
to    go   on  to   the   end? 

The  statisticians  figure  out  from  previous 
records  that  about  a  hundred  thousand  of 
them  will  be  "equalities"  in  the  first  cam- 
paign— that  is,  they  will  not  survive  the 
freshman  class.  Less?  than  half  will  be  pres- 
ent at  the  final  review  to  receive  their  medals 
of  honor. 

This  seems  to  be  a  terrible  loss.  Is'  there 
any  way   to  reduce  it? 

The  trouble  seems  to  be  inherent  in,  the 
human  race.  There  will  likely  always  be  a 
certain  percentage  of  incapables,  and  trif- 
lers,  and  weaklings'.  Fortunately,  however, 
we  can!  confidently  expect  a  considerable 
n\imber    to    "carry   on." 

If  by  some  gift  of  clairvoyance  you  could 
look  thirty  years  into  the  future  and  get  a 
glimpse  of  the  man  you  will  be  in  1960,  what 
would  the  picture  show  ? 

Fortunately  for  us  all,  we  cannot  see  what 
ia  to   be. 

But  has  not  every  boy  a  responsibility  iv. 
the  present  as  to  the  sort  of  man  he  will  be 
in   the  future? 

Wordsworth,     the     poet,     wrote     a     striking 
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line    which    every    boy    might    do   well    to   pon- 
der: 

"The   child   is  father   to  the  man." 
It    sounds   paradoxical,    but   it   tells   you    this 
serious    truth :    that   what    you    do    in    the    next 
four     years     will     largely     determint      the    sort 
of   man  you  will  be   in  1960. 

THE  NEW  BUILDING 


When  The  Citadel  was  moved  to  its  present 
location  in  1922  there  were  two  small  academic 
buildings  on,  the  campus*  which  were  designed 
only  as  wings  of  a  large  structure.  Until  this 
fall  those  two  small  buildings  have  been  the 
only  buildings  of  a  distinct  academic  nature. 
As.'  the  corps  grew  larger  space  for  class  rooms 
became  cramped  and  it  was  necessary  to  use 
t'he  ground  floor  of  Murray  Barracks  as  class 
rooms.  Realizing  the  acute  need  of  bettei 
academic  facilities,  Colonel  Bond  began  to 
work  ceaselessly  for  the  construction  of  the 
main  unit,  which  would  complete  the  academic 
structure.  At  last,  in  the  fall  of  1930,  his 
plans  bore  fruit  and  construction  of  the  new 
building  was.  begun.  It  will  be  occupied  this 
September.  The  completed  building  with  the 
two  smaller  buildings'  as  wings,  is  an  imposing 
structure.  This  main  unit  is*  five  stories  in 
height  and  the  wings  rise  three  stories  abov; 
the  ground.  In  the  main  unit  are  found  the 
executive  offices,  the  laboratories,  the  en- 
gineering department  rooms,  and  additional 
class  rooms  are  located  in  the  wings.  The 
completed  building  adequately  solves  the  prob- 
lem of  academic  space  and  The  Citadel  is 
forced  to  bow  to  no  school  as  far  as  academic 
facilities   are    concerned. 
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HISTORICAL    SKETCH 

Previous  to  the  year  1841,  the  State  of 
South  Carolina  had  two  depositories  for  its' 
arms  and  munitions  of  war — one  known  as 
The  Citadel,  in  the  City  of  Charleston ;  the 
other  kown  as  The  Arsenal,  in  the  City  of 
Columbia.  These  were  guarded  by  companies 
of  enlk'ted  men  and  trained  officers,  and 
were  maintained  at  an  expense  of  twenty-four 
thousand    dollars   per  annum. 

It  was  Governor  Richardson  who  made  the 
suggestion  that  these  garrisons  be  replaced 
by  young  men,  who,  while  s'erving  as  guards, 
should  receive  military  training,  and  instruc- 
tion in  the  practical  and  mechancal  arts. 
Under  the  administration  of  his  successor, 
Governor  Hammond,  an  Act  of  the  Legisla- 
ture was  pa&sed,  on  December  20,  1842,  cre- 
ating The  Citadel  ajpd  The  Ars'enal  Academies. 

The  Board  appointed  by  the  Governor  to 
carry  out  the  purpose  of  the  Act  lost  no  time 
in  performing  its  duty,  and  the  Faculty  of 
The  Citadel  was  elected  on  February  23rd 
following.  By  the  20th  of  March,  both  The 
Citadel    and    The    Arsenal    were    in    operation. 

In  arranging  the  course  of  studies'  for  The 
Citadel,  the  report  of  the  Board  of  the  Gen- 
eral   Assembly   says : 

"The  Board  has  aimed  at  a  system  of  edu- 
cation at'  once  scientific  and  practical,  and 
which,  if  their  original  desgn  is  carried  ouJ-, 
will  eminently  qualfy  the  cadets  to  be  taught 
for   almost  any   station  and  condition  of  life." 

"During  the  course,  besides  the  usual 
branches'  taught  at  the  primary  schools  in 
the    State,    they    will  be   instructed    in   the  his- 
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tory  of  South  Carolina,  modern  history,  the 
French  language,  every  department  of  mathe- 
matics, bookkeeping,  rhetoric,  moral  philoso- 
phy, architectural  and  topographical  drawing, 
natural  philosophy,  chemistry,  geology,  miner- 
alogy, botay,  and  civil  engineering,  the 
constitutional  law  of  the  United  States, 
and  the  law  of  nations.  In  addition  those 
courses,  they  will  be  ist'ructed  in  the  duties 
of  the  soldier,  the  school  of  the  company  and 
the  battalion,  the  science  of  war,  the  evolu- 
tion of  the  line,  and  the  duties'  of  commis- 
sioned   officers." 

The  Arsenal,  at  first  co-equal  with  The 
Citadel,  was  soon,  incorporated  with  it',  and 
had  for  its  special  function  the  instruction 
and  training  of  the  recruits'  forming  what  was 
known    as    the    Fourth    Class. 

The  first  class,  numbering  six  men,  was 
graduated  in  1846.  C.  C.  Tew,  the  first  honor 
man  of  his  class,  and  proto-graduate  of  the 
institution,  afterwards  founded  the  Hilsboro 
Military  Academy,  Hillsboro,  North  Carolina, 
wa  scolonel  of  North  Carolina  troops  in  the 
Confederate  Army,  and  was  killed  at  Sharps- 
burg,  September,  1962,  while  commanding  An- 
derson's  brigade. 

The  value  of  the  State  of  the  military  train- 
ing given  at'  The  Citadel  is  strikingly  shown 
by  the  fact  that,  of  the  two  hundred  and 
forty  graduates  before  the  close  of  the  War 
between  the  States,  about  two  hundred  were 
officers  in  the  Confederate  service,  and  forty- 
three  laid  down  their  lives  upon  the  battle- 
field. The  list  of  Citadel  officers  in  that 
great  conflict  is  an  honor  roll  of  which  any 
institution   may   well  be  proud. 


COLLEGE 


There  are  two  dates  in  the  history  of  the 
State  Military  Academies  which  mark  the 
boundaries  of  this  greatest  military  struggle 
of  the  century.  Between  January  9,  1861, 
an,d  May  9,  1865,  what  a  tragic  history  was 
enacted  ! 

On  the  former  date,  Maj.  P.  F.  Stevens', 
Superintendent  and  a  graduate  of  The  Arsenal 
in  command  of  a  detachment  of  Citadel" 
Cadets  manning  a  battery  of  24-pounders  on 
Morris  Island,  drove  off  the  steamer  '.The 
Star  of  the  West,"  which  way  attempting  the 
relief  of  Fort  Sumter — thus  firing  the  first 
hostile  shot  of  the  war. 

On  the  latter  date,  Capt.  J.  P.  Thomas, 
superintendent  of  The  Arsenal,  and  also  a 
graduate  of  The  Citadel,  with  the  cadets  of 
hiy  command,  had  a  skirmish  with  Stone- 
man's  raiders,  near  Wiliiamston,  S.  C,  thus 
firing  the  last  shot  of  the  war  delivered  by 
any  organized  body  of  troops  east  of  the  Mis- 
sissippi River. 

At  the  present  time,  the  Corps  of  Cadets 
has  an  annual  drill  for  the  ''Star  of  the 
West"  medal,  a  handsome  trophy  for  the 
heat  drilled  cadet  of  the  corps,  presented  to 
the  institution  many  years  ago  by  Dr.  B.  H. 
Teague,  a  veteran  of  the  war.  This  medal 
gets  its  name  from  a  piece  of  oakwood,  in 
the  form  of  a  star,  taken  from  the  historic 
vessel . 

At  the  fall  of  Charleston,  in  February, 
1865,  The  Citadel  was1  occupied  by  Federal 
troops.  The  Corps  of  Cadets'  was  at  that 
time  in  the  field  in  #the  upper  part  of  the 
State,  and  never  returned  to  the  institution, 
which    continued   in    the    hands    of    the    United 
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States  military  authorities,  in  spite  of  the 
best  efforts'  of  the  State  to  recover  it,  until 
1881. 

In  that  year,  Governor  Hagood  said  in  his 
annual    message    to    the    General   Assembly : 

"The  State  Military  Academy  at  Charles- 
ton has  been  suspended  in  its  operations  since 
the  late  Civil  War.  This  has  been  due  to 
the  fact  that'  the  building  known  as  The 
Citadel,  in  which  it  has  its  seat',  has  been, 
t'ince  the  close  of  the  war,  in  the  possession 
of  the  United  States  authorities,  and.  has 
been  used  by  them  until  recently  as  a  mili- 
tarp   post." 

"It  is  understood  that  the  Federal  Govern- 
ment is  now  prepared  tp  restore  it  to  the 
custody  of  the  State.  It  is  desirable  that 
this  property  be  recovered,  and  again  devoted 
to  the  purpose  of  higher  education  in  the 
facilities  for  which  our  needs  are  greater 
than  the   source   of  supply." 

"A  measure  will  probably  be  submitted  to 
you  at  this  session,  to  accomplish  this  pur- 
pose and  you  will  permit  me  to  say  that  in 
my  judgment  it  is  now  practicable  to  reopen 
the   school,   and  it  ought  to   be  done." 

An  Act  to  authorize  the  reopening  of  the 
South  Carolina  Military  Academy  was  passed 
by  the  General  Assembly,  and  approved  Jan- 
uary 31,    1882. 

The  Citadel  was  reopened  on  October  1, 
1882,  with  189  cadets,  and  has  been  in  con- 
tinuous   and   successful    operation  ever  since. 

In  1910,  the  Legislature  fixed  the  title  of 
the  instittuion  as  "The  Citadel,  The  Mili- 
tary College  of  South   Carolina." 

In   1918,   the   City  of   Charleston   offered  the 
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State  a  magnificent  tract  of  nearly  200  acres 
of  land  adjacent  to  ■  Hampton  Park,  and 
beautifully  situated  on  the  banks  of  the  Ash- 
ley River,  for  a  "Great  Citadel."  The  Legis- 
lature accepted  the  offer  and  made  in  1919 
and  1920  appropriations'  for  the  necessary 
buildings. 

On  September  20,  1922,  the  college  opened 
in  its  commodious  new  quarters,  which  had 
been  provided  at'  a  cost  of  more  than  a  mil- 
lion dollars.  The  facilities  in  laboratories  and 
classrooms'  have  been  largely  increased,  dor- 
mitory accommodations  have  been  enlarged  by 
40  per  cent,  and  ample  and  beautiful  grounds 
for  all  military  work  and  athletic  activities 
have   been    provided. 

The  "Mary  Bennett  Murray  Hospital," 
erected  at  a  cost  of  $60,000  by  a  public-spir- 
ited citizen,  of  Charleston,  was  presented  to 
the  college  in  1923,  and  is  one  of  the  most 
complete  and  well-equipped  infirmaries  in  the 
South.  In  this  year,  also,  the  Alumni  Gym- 
nasium was  erected  .with  a  fund  of  $50,000 
subscribed     by     graduates    and     former    cadets. 

During  the  year  1926  a  new  dormitory  was 
constructed  to  accommodate  350  additional 
cadets.  This  building  is  called  "Andrew  B. 
Murray  Barracks,"  in  honor  of  the  citizen  of 
Charleston  who  generously  contributed  half 
the   cost   of    construction. 

In  the  year  1927  two  faculty  houses  were 
constructed  on  the  campus,  one  for  the  presi 
dent,  and  the  other,  containing  four  apart- 
mets,  for  the  commandant,  the  quartermas- 
ter, and  two  of  the  'professors.  Most  of  the 
professors  have  quarters  in  the  Old  Citadel 
at   Marion  Square. 
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THE    ASSOCIATION    OF   GRADUATES 

The  Citadel  is  a  wonderful  educational 
machine  and  like  any  other  machine  it  is 
judged  by  its  products).  Since  the  establish- 
ment of  The  Citadel  in  1842,  there  has  gone 
out  from  its  doors  a  large  number  of  grad- 
uates. These  men  have  taken  prominent 
stands  in  all  walks'  of  life  and  they  have  built 
up  a  record  that  today  equals  that  of  any 
college  in  the  South  in  so  far  as  successful 
production  of  great  and  worthy  citizens  is  con- 
cerned. Citadel  graduates'  took  an  important 
part  in  ./the  service  of  the  Confederacy  dur- 
ing the  Civil  War.  Large  numbers  of  them 
were  found  in  the  service  of  the  United 
States  during  the  Spanish- American  and 
World  Wars,  as  well  as  the  ones  who  have 
been    outstanding    in    peace-time    pursuits. 

In  spite  of  the  fact  that  Citadel  graduates 
have  been  very  busy  in  their  service  to  their 
country  and  to  the  world  at  large,  they  have 
not'  forgotten  their  Alma  Mater.  Much  of 
the  present  physical  equipment  of  The  Citadel 
was  obtained  through  the  efforts  of  the  Asso- 
ciation of  Graduates.  The  beautiful  gymna- 
sium on  the  north  side  of  the  campus  was 
given  to  the  school  by  the  Association  ;  and 
during  the  last  few  months  the  "Gymn", 
Alumni  Hall,  was  stuccoed,  thus  preserving 
the  uniformity  of  the  ever  increasing  number 
of    buildings    on     the    campus.

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BRIEF     SKETCH     OF     HISTORY     OF      THE 
Y.  M.   C.    A. 

The  Young-  Men's  Christian  Association  had 
its  origin  in  one  man,  Sir  George  Williams 
of  London  in  the  year  1844.  In  his  early  life 
George  felt  the  need  of  daily  prayer  and 
spiritual  uplift  to  such  a  strong  degree  that 
he  called  his  friends  together  each  morning 
in  a  little  room  in  his  establishment  for  a 
few  minutes  of  prayer  and  praise  service. 
Thus  did  the  "Y"  gets'  its  start,  and  ever  since 
that  date  it  has  been  growing,  each  year 
being  better  able  to  serve  the  cause  of  hu- 
manity and  to  aid  in  the  spread  of  the  doc- 
trines and  teachings  of  Jesus  Christ.  Today 
the  organization  encircles  the  globe,  daily 
bringing  together  young  men  and  boys  into 
a  brotherhood  which  keeps  alive  the  spirit 
of    Christ. 

In  order  that  the  young  men  of  the  colleger ' 
of  the  world  may  keep  in  closer  touch  with 
things  spiritual  and  that  the  Christian  Spirit 
may  reign  in  the  hearts  of  students  every- 
where, a  branch  of  the  Y.  M.  C.  A.,  the 
Student  Yojtmg  Men's  Christian  Association 
has  been  organized.  The  Citadel  of  course  is 
a  member  of  this  powerful  organization.  The 
cont'rol  of  the  affairs  of  the  Association  iv 
placed  in  the  hands  of  the  students  them- 
selves for  the  purpose  of  training  them  in 
the  qualities?  of  Christian  leadership,  with  a 
general  secretary  t'o  oversee  the  work  and  to 
advise.  The  realization,  of  the  purposes  and 
principles  of  this  student  organization  de- 
pends upon  the  interest  and  the  wholehearted 
support  of  all  students,  for  it  is  strictly  their 
organization. 
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THE   WORK    OF    THE   ASSOCIATION 

In  seeking  to  accomplish  the  purpose  for 
which  the  association  has  been  organized,  the 
full  needs  of  the  whole  man  are  recognized. 
All  normal,  healthy  development's  of  cadet  life 
are  regarded  as  sacred  and  as  contributing  to 
the  ultimate  aim  of  human  life.  To  neglect  a 
proper  development  along  all  lines  of  student 
endeavor  leads  to  a  one-sided  education. 
Therefore,  the  "Y"  seeks  to  aid  in  every 
phase  of   activity   that   is  regarded  as  proper. 

The  "Y"  sponsors  religious  work  of  all 
kinds,  social  activities,  sports,  and  recreation. 
In  its  religious  work,  the  association  conducts 
a  prayer  service  every  morning  for  the  bene- 
fit of  all  who  care  to  attend,  special  services 
every  Sunday  night  with  varied  forms  of  en- 
tertainment, and  brief  chapel  services  each 
morning  in  the  mess  hall  before  the  corps 
marches  out  from  breakfast.  It  sends  delega- 
tions to  the  Conference  at  Blue  Ridge  and 
the  State  Y.  M.  C.  A.  Officers'  Conference  at 
Columbia.  Also,  during  the  year  a  course  in 
Bible  study  by  eminent  leaders  in  religious 
work    is    given. 

For  the  .many  cadets  who  do  not  engage  in 
the  major  sports  of  the  college,  the  ,'Y" 
sponsors  campus  football,  indoor  baseball, 
volley  ball,  and  other  sports  which  fill  a  great 
need  for  physical  exercise. 

Other  phases  of  the  work  of  the  Y.  M.  C. 
A.  are  tco  numerous  to  mention  and  the 
results  are  impossible  to  ascertain  ;  but  one 
may  rest  assured  that  everything  possible  is 
done  "to  lead  yofung  men  to  faith  in  God 
through    Jesus    Christ." 

To  aid  the  "Y"  secretary  in,  the  under- 
takings   of   the  association,    several   cadet   com- 
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mittees  have  been  organized.  These  commit- 
tees are  listed  under  the  headings :  Morning- 
Watch,  Religious  Service,  Conference,  Hospi- 
tal, "Y"  Pos«t  Office,  Publicity,  Freshmen 
Aid.  and  Foreign  Missions.  Besides  being  of 
great  help  in  carrying  on  the  work  of  the 
organization,  these  committees  help  to  incul- 
cate into  the  minds  of  students  that  the  \Y" 
is'  essentially  a  student  affair  and  that  its 
success  depends  upon  their  support  and  co- 
operation. 

Freshmen  and  other  students,  you  will  not 
act  unwisely  by  taking  part  in  the  activities 
of  such    an   organization ! 

MEMBERSHIP 

All  stude»ts  at  matriculation  become  mem- 
bers of  the  Young  Men's  Christian  Associa- 
tion of  the  Cit'adel.  According  to  the  rule 
of  the  National  Council,  the  membership  is 
divided  into  two  classes,  namely:  active  and 
associate.  The  active  membership  is  com- 
posed of  those  students  who  are  members  of 
and  in  good  standing  with  an  evangelical 
church.  These  students  alone  are  eligible  to 
vote  and  hold  office  in  the  association.  The 
associate  members,  students  who  do  not  come 
under  the  above  ruling,  are  accorded  all  other 
privileges*.  This  division  should  not  cause 
any  friction  in  the  activities  of  the  "Y"  and 
as  long  as  the  aim  of  each  cadet  is  service  to 
God  and  his  fellowman,   it   will  not. 
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PURPOSE 

1.  To  lead  young  men,  to  faith  in  God 
through    Jesms    Christ. 

2.  To  lead  them  into  membership  and  serv- 
ice   in    the    Christian     Church. 

3.  To  promote  their  growth  in  Christian 
faith  and  character,  especially  in  the  study  of 
the    Bible    and    daily    prayer. 

4.  To  influence  them  to  devote  themselves 
in  united  effort  with  all  Christians  to  making 
the  will  of  God  effective  in  society  and  to 
extend  the  Kingdom  of  God  throughout  the 
world. 

5.  Te  strive  to  serve  all  students  in,  the 
best  way  possible  and  to  uphold  the  ideals  and 
policies    of    the    institution    which    it    serves. 

SERVICE    TO    STUDENTS 

The  Citadel  "Y"  is«  first  and  foremost  a 
serving:  organization.  Christ  said:  "I  am 
among  you  as  one  that  serveth."  We  feel 
that  th«  "Y"  carries  out  the  Christian  ideal, 
as  well  as  serves  cadets  in  any  way  possible. 
The  various  duties  performed  by  members  of 
the  cabinet  and  officers  working  with  the 
general  secretary,  are  part  of  the  "Y"  pro- 
gram. The  post  office  is  the  biggest  factor  of 
service  that  is  rendered,  for  the  Y  takes  entire 
charge  of  this  service  to  the  college.  Errands 
attnded  to  in  the  city  by  the  secretary  are 
right  in  line  with  the  work,  and  you  must 
call  on  him  if  you  wish  a  little  business  at- 
tended to.  Other  services  rendered  are:  daily 
visits*  to  hospitals,  valuables  and  money  kept 
in  safe,  telegrams  received  and  sent,  express 
shipments  handled,  kodak  work,  canteen  checks 
cashed  at  bank,  and  many  things  that  arise 
<ifuring  year.  Make  the  \Y"  your  own  by 
calling  on  it  for   little  kindnesses. 
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BIBLE    STUDY  AND    DISCUSSION   GROUPS 

The  entire  first'  term  of  the  college  year 
is  turned  over  to  Bible  study  as  the  main 
feature  of  the  Y  program.  Each  Sunday 
night  for  ten  weeks  Bible  study  clashes  are 
organized  in  both  barracks.  Two  groups  of 
upper  classmen  meet  in  Main  barracks,  and 
four  or  more  groups  of  freshmen  are  formed 
in  Murray  barracks'.  Strong,  influential 
leaders  are  secured  from  local  churches  and 
faculty  members,  who  give  of  their  best  to 
broadening  the  outlook  and  building  the  best 
character  among  the  students.  You  won't 
find  the  time  devoted  to  this  thrown  away  ; 
in  fact  it  will   enhance  your  college  life. 

After  Christmas,  Tuesday  night  discussion 
groups  take  up  outstanding  current  topics, 
pertinent  to  student  life.  This  schedule  was 
only  started  last  year,  and  proved  helpful,  so 
the  "Y"  will  again  continue  it  in  this*  year's 
program. 

MORNING    WATCH    SERVICES 

Each  morning  immediately  after  reveille, 
morning  watch  services  are  held  in  each  bar- 
racks in  one  of  the  class  rooms  on  the  first 
floor.  These  brief  services  are  in  charge  of 
a  regular  morning  watch  commitee,  which 
strives  to  give  all  cadets  who  so  desire  it  an 
opportunity  to  begin  the  day  right.  At  these 
meetings,  a  &hort  text  from  Scripture  is 
quoted  by  the  cadet  in  charce  after  which 
sentence  prayers  are  offered.  With  the  full 
and  busy  schedule  which  a  Citadel  cadet  gen- 
erally has  it  is  to  his  advantage  to  be  able  to 
begin  by  attending  the  morning  watch  service. 
Much  beefit  is  derived  from.  it. 
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BLUE    RIDGE 

Each  year  from  Jtune  15th,  to  25th,  there 
gathers  at  Blue  Ridge,  N.'  C,  over  three  hun- 
dred young  men  from  colleges  representing 
ten  of  the  Southern  states.  These  young  men 
represent  the  YMCA  and  other  religious  or- 
ganizations on  their  campuses,  and  come  to- 
gether for  no  other  reason  than  to  study 
problems  relative  to  their  colleges,  enjoy  the 
mountain  climate  and  to  find  themselves  as 
to  life  work  and  attitudes  toward  things  re- 
ligious. If  you  feel  that  you  would  like  to 
really  get  "where  God  speaks  to  man  in 
no  uncertain  way,"  go  to  Blue  Ridge  next 
jammer.  A  delegation  is  always  sent  from 
The  Citadel  "Y"  and  you  can  go  just  as  well 
as  another.  Expenses  are  moderate,  yet  are 
ample  to  give  one  real  satisfactory  service 
while  at  the  conference.  Volley  ball  and  all 
athletic  sports  are  made  an  interesting  and 
competitive  part  of  the  ten  day  period,  and 
you  may  represent  your  college  in  one  or 
more  branches.  ON  TO  BLUE  RIDGE! 
CABINET    SPRING    RETREAT 

five  years  ago,  in  the  spring  of  1924,  there 
was  smarted  what  is  known,  as  the  Spring- 
Retreat  for  the  Cabinet.  This  proved  of  such 
value,  that  it  is  now  an  annual  affair,  and 
we  look  forward  to  it  with  a  great  deal  of 
pleasure  and  promise.  The  newly  elected 
officers  and  committee  chairmen,  with  mem- 
bers of  the  faculty  and  general  secretary, 
withdraw  from  the  college  and  city  noise  to 
a  quiet  place,  often  in  some  nearby  commun- 
ity ;  where  they  are  certain  of  shelter  and  a 
good  square  dinner.

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OUR  MILITARY   RECORD 

The  Citadel,  The  Military  College  of  South 
Carolina,  although  at  first  established  as  a 
depository  for  arms  and  munitions  of  war, 
is  now  a  college  that  ranks*  high  in  both  its 
military  and  academic  lines  of  instructon. 
Although  academic  instruction  is  now  primary, 
our  mlitary  instruction  is  so  thorough  that  we 
have  established  a  military  record  that  any 
institution  would  be  proud  of.  Since  the  esj 
tablishment  of  the  college  in  1842,  The  Citadel 
alumni  and  cadets  have  played  prominent  parts 
in  the  history  of  the  state,  and  indeed,  in  some 
cases,  important  parts  in  the  history  of  the 
nation.  Their  s'ervices  were  invaluable  to 
their  state  in  that  deadly  struggle,  the  War 
Between  the  States  :  and  invaluable  to  the 
nation  in  the  later  and  liercer  conflict,  the 
World  War.  The  list  of  Citadel  officers  in 
both  of  these  wars  is  an  honor  role  of  whicli 
any  institution  of  instruction,  and  any  state, 
should  be  proud.  Citadel  men  have  fought  for 
the  state  on  the  field  of  batt-o,  they  have 
fought  for  the  state  in  time  of  peace,  and 
they  are  still  fighting,  and  will  continue  to 
do  so  wth  all  their  might,  for  the  good  of  the 
state  and   the   naton. 

The  training  which  the  cadets  receive  has 
met  the  heartiest  commendation  of  the  War 
Department,  which  has  for  many  years  rated 
the  institution  as  a  "Distinguished  College." 
The  value  of  the  training  to  the  country  is 
recognized  by  the  government,  which  furnishes 
expensive  equipment,  and  details  competent 
army  officers  for  the  instruction  of  the  cadets 
in  the  Infantry  and  'Artillery  Units  of  the 
Reserve  Officers''  Training  Corps.  The  value 
of  this  instruction   in   the  duties   of  the  solder. 
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the  science  of  war,  the  evolution  of  the  line, 
and  the  duties'  of  commissioed  officers,  is 
shown  by  the  actions  of  t'he  men  in  actual 
combat. 

The  complete  and  generous  education  which 
the  cadets  receive  at  The  Citadel  fits  them 
to  perform  skillfully  and  justly  all  the  offices 
of  a  citizen,  both  private  and  public,  in  time 
of  peace  and  in  time  of  war.  The  regular 
habits,  the  attention  to  duty,  the  obedience  to 
authority,  and  the  love  of  order  instilled  into 
the  cadets  enable  them  to  live  lives  of  value 
and  worth  to  mankind.  The  Citadel  releases 
men  into  the  world  who  are  proud  of  their 
Alma  Mater,  and  The  Citadel  has  certainly 
had  every  reason   to  be  proud  of  its  alumni. 

'STAR  OF  THE  WEST"  MEDAL 

Each  year  the  Corps  of  Cadets  holds  a 
competitive  drill  in  the  manual  of  arms  for 
the  "Star  of  the  West"  Medal,  a  handsome 
trophy  presented  to  the  institution  many  years 
ago  by  Dr.  B.  H.  Teague,  a  veteran  of  the 
Civil  War.  This  medal  gets  its  name  from  a 
piece  of  wood,  in  the  shape  of  a  star,  taken 
from  the  historic  vessel  of  the  same  name. 
To  wear   this  medal   is'  an   honor  indeed. 

THE  "WILLSON  RING" 

This  ring,  given  each  year  by  Dr.  John  0. 
Willson,  late  president  of  the  Lander  College, 
is  awarded  to  the  .member  of  the  Senior  Class 
voted  by  his  classmates'  "the  pkirest,  most 
courteous,  and  most  manly"  cadet  in  his 
class. 

This   is  a   coveted  honor. 
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THE    SCHOLARSHIP   MEDAL 

This'  medU  is  yearly  awarded  to  that  mem- 
ber of  the  Senior  Class  who  has  made  the 
highest  average  during  his  four  years  at  The 
Citadel. 


THE  "W.  C.   WHITE"  MEDAL 

This  medal  is  given  annually  by  Mr.  W. 
C.  White,  '02,  and  is  presented  to  the  c£~p- 
^.ain   of   the  prize   company. 

The  members*  of  the  prize  company  are  also 
permitted  to  wear  on  the  left'  sleeve  of  their 
F'ull-Dress  Uniform  a  three-inch  bar  of  gold 
broad.

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INTERPRETATION    OF   REGULATIONS 

1.  All  Right:  To  report  "All  Right"  means: 

a.  From  a  cadet  outride  of  his  room :  That 
he  is  going  to  and  has  been  to  an  authorized 
place  and  nowhere  else,  and  for  an  authorized 
purpose  only. 

b.  From  a  division  inspector :  That  he  has 
carried  out  his  orders  fully,  at  the  time  and 
in  the  manner  prescribed  ;  or  that  he  has'  re- 
ported himself  for  every  violation  or  neglect 
of  his  orders. 

c.  From  the  occupant  of  the  room,  at  any 
inspection :  That  all  absentees  and  all  visi- 
tors   are    authorized. 

d.  From  an  occupant  of  a  room  at  inspec- 
tion for  lights':  That  the  lights  are  authorized, 
and  that  no  unauthorized  person  was  in  the 
room  at  the  moment  that  the  inspecting  offi- 
cer   called    for  a    report. 

e.  From  a  cadet  entering  the  mess  hall  in- 
dividually :  That  he  has  authority  to  enter 
individually  by    that  door   and   at  that   time. 

2.  '.All  Right"  on  the  gallery  will  not  be 
required  until  after  the  last  note  of  assembly 
for    call    to    quarters. 

3.  A  cadet  is*  "visiting"  when,  after  going 
to  a  room  other  than  his  own,  he  opens  the 
door,  or  enters  the  room,  or  talks  with  its 
occupants.  The  act  of  going  to  another  room 
is  essential  ;  the  act'  of  entering  the  other 
room  is  not.  In  cas«e  of  doubt  the  report  may 
be    entered  as    loitering. 

4.  "All  In" — The  report  of  "All  In"  from 
any  occupant  of  a  room  at  taps  means  that 
all  the  occupants  are  present,  or  that  all 
absences  are  authorized,  and  that  no  other 
persons  are  in   fhe   room. 
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DANCE    LEAVE: 

a.  .'Mes's  Hall"  dances  will  terminate  not 
later  th^n    midnight. 

b.  Formal  hops  will  terminate  ^at  an  hour 
which  will  permit  dancers  to  secure  their 
wraps   not    later   than    1    A,    M. 

c.  ].  Cadets  escorting-  ladies  to  a  Citadel 
dance  will  be  allowed  one  hokr  softer  the 
termination  of  the  dance  in  which  to  escort 
their   ladies   home    and   return   to    The  Citadel. 

2.  Cadets  not  escorting-  ladies  to  a  Citadel 
dance  will  be  allowed  fifteen  minutes  after 
the  termination  of  such  dance  if  it  be  at  The 
Citadel  and  thirty  minutes  if  the  d^nce  is 
held  elsewhere, 

3.  Dance  leave  i&  granted  with  the  fol- 
lowing  provisions : 

(a) .  The  cadet  must  actually  attend  the 
dance. 

(b) .  He  must  conform  to  the  known  re- 
quirements of  the  hop  managers  as  to  hour 
of    attendance.

There 
will  b  one  addition  to  the  coaching  staff  this 
year  in  one  person,  of  Tatum  Gressette,  an  old 
University  of  South  Carolina  player  and  cap- 
tain.

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MAJOR   SPORTS    REVIEW 

Perhaps  the  1930-31  Citadel  sport  teams 
were  not  as  successful  in  their  contests  with 
other  colleges  as  other  Citadel  teams  have 
been  in  the  past,  still  they  have  left  a  record 
of  hard  fighting  and  clean,  playing.  In  foot- 
ball, the  sport  of  college  sports,  the  climax 
of  the  season  was  reached  in,  a  great  victory 
over  the  Virginia  Military  Institute  on  Home- 
coming Day.  This  victory  represented  the  first 
that  a  Citadel  football  team  had  ever  ob- 
tained over  an  Institute  team.  The  team 
also  played  a  wonderful  game  against 
the  Clemson  State  Championship  team. 
Sport'  writers  blamed  the  loss*  on  the  breaks 
of  the  game  and  not  on  inferior  playing. 
A  dearth  of  ^experienced  material  played 
havoc  with  the  record  of  the  boxing  team. 
Captain  John  Carlisle  remained  undefeated 
in  the  middleweight  ranks  and  many  con- 
tend that  he  was  the  best  middleweight  in 
the  south.  The  basketball  team  was  faced 
with  the  problem  of  absorbing  an  entirely 
new  system,  of  play  and  its  record  suffered 
thereby.  The  team  reached  its  peak  in,  three 
brilliant  games  with  a  great  College  of 
Charleston  five.  With  the  new  system  now 
thoroughly  mastered,  and  with  the  addition  of 
a  group  of  star  Sophomores,  the  1932  team 
should   enjoy    a  very    successful    season, 

The  football  and  boxing  prospects  are  in- 
deed bright  and,  with  the  capable  leadership 
of  Athletic  Director  Johnny  Floyd,  the  com- 
ing sports  Season  bids  fair  to  be  the  greatest 
ever  at   The   Citadel. 
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FOOTBALL    RESUME,    1930 

After  several  weeks  of  training-  under  the 
tutelage  of  their  new  coach,  Johnnie  Floyd, 
the  Bull  Dogs  were  turned  loose  at  the  sta- 
dium against  Stetson  University.  The  "Hat- 
ters" possessed  a  strong  team  which  offered 
much  opposition.  They  were  leading  at  the 
half  by  a  score  of  7-6.  In  the  second  half 
Whittington  saved  the  game  for  the  Bull  Dogs 
by  catching  a  juggled  pass  over  the  goal  line 
for    a   touchdown   and    a    13-7    victory. 

An  improved  team  was  on  the  field  rep- 
resenting The  Citadel  the  following  Saturday, 
September  27.  Although  the  weather  was  too 
warm  for  football,  the  Bull  Dogs  fought  per- 
sistently and  won  a  13-0  victory.  Ed  Mcin- 
tosh's run  of  23  yards,  and  Red  Whitting- 
ton's  34-yard  sprint  were  responsible  for  the 
first  touchdown.  Caldwell,  one  of  Erskine's 
tacklers,  played  a  strong  game  and  prob- 
ably kept  the  Bull  Dogs'  score  from  being- 
larger. 

Practically  all  of  t'he  members  of  the  Senior 
Class  were  allowed  to  accompany  the  team 
to  Florence  where  it  played  Clemson  at  the 
fair.  This  game  proved  _to  be  the  best  of 
the  season  for  the  Bull  Dogs.  The  light'  B'ull 
Dog  team  arrayed  in  white  jerseys,  looked 
like  midgets  when  lined  up  against  the  Qein- 
oon  team,  which  later  won  the  champion- 
ship of  the  state.  The  Bull  Dogs  proved 
fheir  right  to  the  name  which  they  bear  by 
their  tenacity  in,  this  game.  They  fought 
as  if  their  lives  depended  on  the  result  of 
the  game.  The  Clemson  team  seemed  dis- 
mayed at  the  opposition  which  they  had  not 
anticipated.  Clemson  scored  first.  The  score 
was    tied    in    the    third    quarter    when    Carlisle 
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caught'  Wilson's  pass  for  a  touchdown  and 
Wilson  made  good  the  try  for  goal.  Clem- 
s'ori/s  second  touchdown  was  scored  after  a 
number  of  passes  had  brought  the  ball  to 
within  scoring  distance.  The  final  score  was 
13-7.  Every  man  played  a  courageous  game. 
Wilson's  generalship,  Mcintosh's  ground  gain- 
ing, and  Holland's  vicious  tackling  were  es- 
pecially   notable. 

The  football  game  with  V.  M.  I.  helped 
make  Homecoming  Day  the  greatest  in,  the 
history  of  the  school.  During  the  first  quar- 
ter it  was  all  the  Bull  Dogs'  could  do  to  stop 
Roy  Dunn,  captain  and  fullback  of  V.  M.  I. 
V.  M.  I.  scored  first.  In.  the  fourth  period 
the  Bull  Dogs  succeeded  in  getting  the  bail 
to  within  16  yards  of  the  goal  by  a  series  of 
line  bucks  and  pass'es.  Then  Wilson,  shot  a 
pass  to  Jennings  who  proceeded  to  make  a 
short  run  for  a  touchdown.  The  point  that. 
brought  the  victory  was  added  by  Wilson  who 
kicked    the   goal. 

The  following  week  the  team  went  to  Char- 
lotte where  it  met  the  fighting  Wildcats.  Al- 
though The  Citadel  made  more  first  dowm/ 
than  Davidson,  she  failed  to  make  good 
either  of  her  two  chances  to  score.  The 
flashy  Joe  McColl  of  Davidson,  after  mak- 
ing a  run  of  thirty-two  yards,  caught  u  pass 
across  the  goal  to  s'core  the  only  touchdown 
of  the  game.  Jennings  made  an  18-yard  run 
and  Mcintosh  followed  by  making  one  of  12 
to  put  the  Bull  Dogs  in  scoring  position  in 
the  first  quarter,  while  a  22-yard  pass  caughl 
by  Chapman  on  Davidson's  25-yard  line  was 
a  threat  later  on.  However,  the  final  score 
was  6-0  in  favor  of  Davidson. 

For  the  first  time  in  four  years  the  Citadel 
Varsity     tfeam     was     defeated     in     Charleston- 
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P.  C  administered  this  defeat  to  the  tune 
of  6-0.  With  Mcintosh  and  Ogies'by  out  of  the 
game,  the  Bull  Dogs  lacked  punch  enough  to 
score.  The  defensive  work  was  good  but 
Green  was  hard  to  stop,.  His  run  of  45  yards 
was'  followed  by  a  x>ass  which  resulted  in  the 
only     touchdown    of    the     game. 

On  October  30,  most  of  the  corps  went'  to 
Orangeburg  to  see  the  annual  game  with  the 
Carloina  Gamecocks.  Although  it  was  pre- 
dicted that'  Carolina  would  win  by  a  large 
score  they  found  plenty  of  trouble  in  get- 
ting their  13-0  victory.  "Bru"  Boineau  was 
a  threat  throughout  the  game  but  was  able 
to  get  away  only  once.  This  run  was  for 
34  yards'  and  placed  the  ball  on  the  Citadel's 
one-yard  line  from  where  it  was  carried  over 
for  a  touchdown.  The  Gamecocks  scored 
again  on  a  blocked  punt.  The  EJull  Dogs 
threatened  only  once.  Kirby,  Holland,  Wilson., 
and  League  played    a  strong-   game. 

The  Blue  and  White  team  went  to  Roa- 
noke, Virginia,  to  play  the  All-Marine  team 
Armistice  day.  Neither  team  had  an  offense 
strong  enough  to  score  over  its  opponent 
and  the  game  ended  in  a  deadlock  with  the 
score  0-0.  The  Citadel  ranks  were  swelled 
with  reserves  throughout  most  of  the  game 
and  these  men,  fought  bravely  and  fiercely. 
Oglesby    played    soectacularlv    in    the    line. 

The  next  game  ended  in  a  tie  also,  the 
score  being  7-7.  The  opponent  was  Chat- 
tanooga and  the  game  was  in  Charleston.  The 
g^ame  was  thrilling  throughout.  Jackson's 
miraculous  catch  of  a  26-yard  pass  brought 
the  Bull  Dogs  their  touchdown,.  Jackson 
kicked  the  goal  a  moment  later  and  the  score 
was  7-0  in  favor  of  the  Citadel.  However, 
the    Mocassins    started    a    drive    t'hat     resulted 
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in    a    tduchdown,    which    was    followed   by   the 
extra  point  being    completed. 

The  worst  Citadel  defeat  in  years  was  re- 
ceived from  Furman  in  Greenville.  The  Bap- 
tists scored  31  point's  while  the  Bull  Dogs 
were  able  to  score  only  6 — the  first  touch- 
down scored  against  Furman  during  the  sea- 
son. The  Bull  Dogs,  though  weary,  fought 
hard  but  were  unable  t'o  stop  the  powerful 
offense  of  the  Baptists.  Holland  not  only 
threw  m&ny  long  passes  in  the  game  but 
made  a  run  of  15  yards.  Jennings  caught  a 
pass    to    score   the    only    Citadel    touchdown. 

The  Bull  Dogs  won  their  first  game  away 
from  home  in  several  years  by  conquering 
Wofford  in  a  thrilling*  game  by  the  score  of 
7-6.  A  pass  was  thrown  by  Gray  for  20  yards 
and,  upon  being  caught  wast  carried  60  yards 
for  a  touchdown  by  the  fast  Jennings.  The 
extra  point  was  made  good.  Wofford  scored 
a  touchdown  by  the  fast  Jennings.  They 
made  good  the  extra  point.  Wofford  scored 
in  the  final  period.  Oglesby,  All  South  At- 
lantic Guard,  and  Whittington  played  spec- 
tacular  games. 

Willard's  ankle,  which  was  sprained  in  the 
first  game,  Mcintosh's  operation  for  appen- 
dicitis after  the  Davidson  game,  the  absence 
of  Oglesby  and  Ryan  for  two  games,  and  the 
disadvantage  of  learning  a  new  system  were 
some  of  the  problems  which  the  Bull  Dogs 
encountered  during  the  season.  However, 
they  never  faltered,  but  fought  bravely 
throughout     every     game. 

The  following  letter  men  were  seniors,  who 
will  be  missed  this  year:  Captain  Wilson, 
Gray,  Chapman,  Jackson,  Carlisle,  Ryanv

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'BOXING    RESUME" 

The  1931  boxing  season  brought  out'  the  best 
in  some  of  the  greatest  ringmen  that  The1 
Citadel  has  known  since  the  beginning  of  its 
pugilistic  career  three  years  ago,  The  team 
was  coached  by  Gene  Haley,  former  heavy- 
weight star  of  the  University  of  Georgia, 
who  resigned  from  that  position  and  also 
as  Freshman  football  coach  at  the  close  of 
the  season,  .'Shock"  Latimer  acted  as  man- 
ager   and    John    Carlisle    as    captain,. 

Without  a  doubt  the  "Mighty  John"  Car- 
lisle, who  fought  in  the  middleweight  class, 
was  the  most  outstanding  ringman  of  the 
year,  not  only  at  The  Citadel  but  in  the  entire 
state.  In  all  five  meets  he  scored  either  an 
actual  or  a  technical  knockout  over  his  op- 
ponent. The  technical  knockouts  would  no 
ddubt  have  been  actual  had  the_  men  been- 
allowed  to  remain  longer  in  the  ring.  Johns 
punch  was  always  effective  and  toward  the 
last  of  the  season  everyone  seemed  to  take 
it   for    granted  that    he    would   "get   his   .man.'" 

Joe  Reddick,  the  plucky  featherweight,  did 
some  remarkable  work  during  the  season.  His 
most  outstanding  bout  was  his  victory  over 
the  V.  M.  I.  captain  in  the  last  match  oi' 
the    year.

BASKETBALL 

Under  the  able  coaching  of  "Johnny'*  Doug- 
las and  the  management  of  "Runt"  McComb, 
the  1931  basketball  team,  after  a  mediocre 
start,  gained  momentum  and  ended  the  sea- 
son a  team  to  inspire  fear  in  any  opposing 
coach.  Captain  Dave  Vandiver  led  Gene 
Clark,  Lamar  Chapman,  Bobby  Dial,  Her- 
man Smith,  Charlie  Rogers,  Dan  Ewing, 
"Snap"  Es'kridge,  Red  Whittington,  G.  C. 
Brown,    and    Charlie    Willard    on   the   floor. 

The  slow  start  was  occasioned  by  the  new 
system  which  Coach  Douglas  advanced.  As 
soon,  as  the  men  learned  it  well,  it  grew  con- 
siderably stronger  and  scored  a  well  earned 
victory  over  Erskine,  the  score  being  26-23, 
alter  losing  to  the  same  team  by  a  score  of 
13-37. 

The  other  games  in  Charleston  included 
a  22-45  loss  to  Furman,  a  49-34  victory  over 
Newberry,  and   a  16-22    defeat  by   Wofford. 

Then,  from  an  inexperienced  five,  the  team 
made  its  up-state  trip,  to  break  into  a  series 
of  victories  that  were  startling,  Their  first 
victory  as  visitors  was  22-19  over  Carolina  ; 
it  then  proceeded  to  Newberry  to  defeat  that 
team  33-26.  Going  further  North,  it  en- 
countered   and    repulsed    Wofford    by    a     score 
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of  32-28.  The  team  met'  its'  first  defeat  while 
acting  as  invaders*,  by  Furman,  21-35  ;  P.  C 
being  the  next  to  win  from  The  Citadel  In 
two  g'^mes  that  went  into  extra  periods.  The 
score  of  the  first'  was  34-39  ;  and  of  the  sec- 
ond  was  32-33. 

The  now  well  established  city  collegiate 
classic  was  won  by  the  College  of  Charles- 
ton whose  team  was  victorious  over  The 
Citadel's  in  two  games  of  a  three  game  Series  ; 
the  College  taking  the  first  and  last  games, 
30-32,  and  26-30,  respectively.  The  Citadel's 
victory   in  the  series  was  by  a  score  of  40-37. 

Beginning  with  the  '.bell"  incident  of  1929, 
there  has  been  keen  rivalry  between  the  two 
higher  institutions  of  learning  in,  the  city< 
After  the  deciding  game  of  the  last  series, 
the  Cadets,  while  searching  for  the  bell  of 
the  college,  were  stopped  by  the  interference 
of  police  and  firemen.  The  memorable  fight, 
if  it  may  be  called  one,  was  grasped  eager- 
ly by  the  press  which  labeled  it  a  riot.  This 
"Riot"  had  no  connection  with  the  games  and 
as  there  were  no  College  of  Charleston  stu- 
dent^  present,  no  strained  relations  between 
the  schools  was  occasioned  as  is  s'o  erroneously 
Lelieved   by   many, 

Although  the  team  did  not  win  an  extreme- 
ly large  percentage  of  its  games,  it  con- 
tinuously displayed  that  sportsmanship  and 
spirit  for  which  Citadel  teams  are  famous. 
It  had  the  unanimous  sjbpport  of  the  Cadets, 
who  followed  it  both  in  its  trip  and  in  its 
games    at    home    with    unparalled    interest. 

With  the  addition,  of  the  material  from  the 
most  successful  Freshmen  team  in  many 
years,  the  coming  year's  varsity  should  be 
one  of  the  state  and  S.  I.  A.  A.  champion- 
ship   caliber    of   a    few    years   ago, 
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MINOR    SPORTS 

BASEBALL 

While  baseball  is  rapidly  losing  favor  in 
the  colleges  of  the  country  and  many  of  them 
are  abandoning  the  game,  yet  it  is  still  one 
of  The  Citadel's  varsity  sports.  The  team  last 
year,  under  the  tutelage  of  Coach  Johnny 
Floyd,  had  a  very  good  season  although  no 
championships  were  won.  The  team  got  off 
to  a  good  start  by  defeating  the  Paris  Island 
Marines  in  the  first  game.  The  s'econd  game 
was  lost  to  the  same  team..  From  then  until 
the  time  that  the  handbook  goes  to  press  the 
team  played  good  ball  The  high  point  of  the 
season  came  when  the  s'trong  Carolina  team 
lost  its  first  college  game  to  the  Bull  Dogs. 
Captain  Rooks,  a  pitcher,  Clark,  Parrott, 
Bookhnrdt,  and  Wilson  were  lost  last  June 
through  graduation,  but  there  are  a  number  of 
good  men  left  and  this  year  should  witness  a 
\inning   team. 

GOLF 

One  of  the  most  popular  recreations  at  The 
Citadel  is'  golf.  The  campus  provides  a  very 
suitable  place  on  which  to  play.  Although  no 
regfclar  course  is  laid  out,  the  cadets  enjoy 
driving  the  balls  back  and  forth  every  after- 
noon.

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TENNIS 

Tennis*  is  undoubtedly  the  most  popular  of 
all  minor  sports  at  The  Citadel.  There  are 
six  good  courts  on  the  campus  and  many 
cadets  spend  most'  of  their  leisure  time  par- 
ticipating in  this  game.  The  projects  for 
a  winning  team  this*  year  were  very  good  as 
the  Handbook  goes  to  press.  The  members 
of  the  team  are  decided  by  the  results  of  a 
tournament  which  is  held  each  year  for  all 
who  are  interested.  The  team  last'  year 
was  composed  of  Farr,  captain  ;  Dial,  Spann, 
Duckett  and  Holliday.  The  team  started  off 
the  season  by  defeating  the  Clemson  team 
4-3  and  the  Wofford  team  5-1.  These  were 
the  only  matches  that  were  played  before 
this  book  went  to  the  press  but  the  pros'pects 
of  several  more  victories  are  bright.  Matches 
with  Furman,  Carolina,  U.  C,  and  Davidson 
were  scheduled  before  the  state  tournament 
which  is  to  be  held  in  Columbia,  May  14,  15 
and    16.

INDOOR    BASEBALL
